of merry excursionists bound fiom 
Ionia to Detroit crashed into a w est 
boun>1 freight in a cut located at 
a 
sharp curve of the Pere Marciuette 
railroad about a mile east of Salem 
The passenger train of 11 cars, car- 
rying th^ Pere Marquette shop em- 
ployes of Ionia and their families,, SOO 
in all, to the Michigan metropolis for 
their annual excursion, was running 
at high speed, probably 50 miles an 
"Ji,our. down a steep grade. It struck 
the lighter locomotive of the freight 
train with, terrible ^fgrce. ,Only a few 
of "the" fretg"St~—train's "cars "were 
smashed and it took only a few hours 
work to remov-e all traces ot 
them 


from the'scene. • 


JBatlns When Collision Ciimc 


But behind the two locomotives six 
cars of the passenger train lay piled 
in a hopeless wreck. Four ot the pas- 
senger coachss remained on the track 
undamaged, and were used to com ey 
the dead and Injured to Ionia. 
One 


c&ach had only its forward trucks off 
the rails. 
These were the icar five 
cars. 
The two coaches next ahead 


of these were telescoped. The next 
car forward stood almost on end after 
the wreck, HR forward end testing 
on the roadbed. 
The 
excursion 
train 
loft 
Ionia 
crowded with men, women and child- 
ren at 6 o'clock this morning. Ever} 
family had lunch baskets and many1 
of the excursionists w ere eating when 
the two trains crashed together 
The 


impact was terrific and a number of 
passengers sitting neai the windows 
of the rear end of the undamaged 
coaches were thrown 
through 
the 


windows to the ground. 


Pinioned in Wreckage 


There was a panic in the uninjured 
roaches for a few moments, 
Then a1- 


the uninjured persons realized that 
they had not beon hurt they rushed 
from the cars to the rescue of tbeir 
friends and relations w,ho weie pin- 
ioneJ among the wreckage ahead 
Families wero scattered among the 
different cats and thete were fren- 
zied searches, for missing relatives. 
Mothers 
ran screaming up and 
down searching for their children 
while many of the young people were 
as frantically calling for thoir patents. 
S. Denehy, a young man of Ionia, 


was in the last coach, while his sister 
was in one of the middle coaches, and 
his father and mother were in one of 
the most seriously damaged cars. 


MolTicr Covered With Blood. 


"I found my sister several cars 
ahead uninjured." ho said, "but my 
mother was standing supported by a 
couple of men with her head and 
hands cover-ad with blood." 
The scene about the wreck as the 


wreckers (JeK"J among1 the shattered 
cars was pitiful. 
Men. women and 
children weeping and moaning, wan- 
dered about searching- for missing 
friends and relatives. 


In ad'IMon to the 70 people who 
were sevu.ely ittjured, there are scores 
more who were cut and bruised bv be- 
ing thrown about in the cars when the 
trains collided. Nearly every person 
in tha six coaches needed some medi- 
cal attention, 
Their wounds were 
hastily dressed, after which they wer\ 
carried to the wrecking train from 
t)etroit and "laid on cots. 
The less 
seriously hurt waited their turn and 
when their wounds wera dressed most

It" required 
about ten years for the courts to find 
out thaj the powers conferred were 
insufficient and then it took about 
ten years to secure an amendment. 
The railroads fought the amendment 
at every step and the president 
was 
finally forced to compromise with 
the railroad Republicans in the senate 
in order to secure their support. Even 
thatr amendment, secured with 
tre_- 


mendous effort, falls short of what it 
should be. "It aims to stop passes and 
rebates.

ean go\ernment is strongly guarded 
bv Japanese troops at the request of 
the minister of war, but there are few 
Japanese soldiers heie and only one 
known loyal Korean regiment 


.Rioters are shooting wildly out of 


windows and two more Japanese are 
reported to have been killed in this 
way. Murderous assaults are frequent 
and the city is verging almost on a 
reign of terror, with rumors of all 
kinds of massacre flying around. 
Business is, completely ^suspended 
and the shops have now been Closed 
for 48 hours.

At dusk machine guns

ments," was the declaration made yes- 
terday to a Journal representative by 
Dr. J.-L. Robinson, former city health 
officer, who has taken an active-inter- 
est in- the. .upbuilding of the city, and 
who has gone,, to no little .personal 
trouble and some .expense to inform 
.himself, of -bhe best methods adopted 
by other cities to promote their de- 
velopment. Dr. Robinson is very en- 
.thusiastic concerning the 
city's 
fu- 


true and has taken a lively interest in 
the agitation-- £91- increased building 
and improvement. 


"Suppose! for instance, a stranger 


comes' to the city, wishes to engage in 
business -and remain here permanent- 
ly, 'continued 'Dr. Robinson.; "The 
first thing he wants to do is to estab- 
lish his" family Jn a home, and with 
this end in view he commences look- 
ing the city over for a suitable place 
to purchase pi- bulid. 
If, in this quest, 


he goes beyond a few streets, he finds 
nothing to encourage him to put "up 
a nice -dwelling. The streets are un- 
paved, and there are no "sewers la.id, 
and little indication that . they ever 
will be. 


"The old city council exerted itself 


to provide the. city with all the pave- 
ments and sewers possible with the 
money available, but under the sys-: 
tern in use, it was impossible to .half- 
way keep pace .with the growth 'of the 
city, and -aS a. res.ult the council "was 
treated to a 'great' 'deal of unfair criti- 
cism, and much 
gratuitous 
advice 


which it was- impossible to follow. 


The Improvement Boiul Plan, 


"While I was east recently I stopped 


at Chicago and .was muoh impressed 
with the 'condition of the superbs with 
respect . to their 
beautifully " paved 
streets and well organized- sewer sys1-- 
tems.".and put in some time in the city 
clerk's office "studying the system un- 
der which these things were accom- 
plished there, and on my return sub- 
mitted 'the outline of- the .system' to 
the city council for its -consideration. 


"The general' plan- under, 
which 


Chicago does these things, is based on 
a bond issue, known as an 'improve- 
ment bond,' the issue of which is gov- 
erned by the 'demand for street or 
s.ewer improvement. 


"For instance, at any time a street 
district ^applies to the city council for 
pavement of other improvement, by 
n -majority of the property owners 
along that street, the city engineer is 
instructed to make an estimate of the 
cost of the ^improvement asked for, 
and after this estimate is in. a" public 
meeting is held, at which all who de- 
sire-to comMt-^the- improvement are 
at liberty to 'appear and show cause 
why it should not be made. 
If no- 


good reason for this is shown, the dis- 
trict judge w.ho presides enters an 
order, after which bids are called for 
for the work in hand, 


Contractors Paiil With Bonds. ' 


"The 
contractor who is awarded 


the contract under the advertisement, 
is paid in bonds bearing 5 percent In- 
terest, a separate bond being issued 
in every instance. 


"This plan has many advantages 
over the present system in use here, 
among which may be mentioned the 
lower rate of interest whcih prevails, 
and must, necessarily recommend it- 
self to property holders and taxpay- 
ers on that account alone. 
"That works in this' way: 
If you go 
to the bank hers ana borrow money 
on your property for purposes of im- 
provement. you will, have to pay S per- 
cent. If a city bond were issued to 
make the improvement, it would cost 
the city, and therefore the property 
holders immediately concerned, not 
to exceed 5 percent, arid the indebted- 
ness 'would be paid off in from one 
to ten years. The Chicago bonds bear 
r> percent, and. are payable in yearly 
installments covering ten years, dur- 
ing which time they are a lien upon 
the property. 


"The Chicago city engineer is paid 


? 1-2 percent of the actual cost of 
the improvements made, although, this 
percentage is by no means based upon 
his Own' estimate's, but is the actual 
cost of the improvement. 
He re- 


ceives this percentage instead of a 
salary, and the bonds nay all expen- 
ses' by means of their interest.

The colonel insisted he was a vic- 


tim of grossly unfair treatment and 
made a long statement in which he 
reviewed his service, declaring that it 
was long and arduous,. and that few 
men can endure more than he. 


"Why I should be suddenly and un- 


exnectedly summoned before a retir- 
ing board, while such a large number 
of others are allowed to remain, 1 
cannot understand, unless they 
are 


protected by those in authority," . he 
said. 
"I have "been 
court-martialed 


three times and charges as long 
as 


from here to the wall have been pre- 
"erred aaginst me. ^ I 
have 
been 


charged with conduct unbecoming a 
gentleman, with lying-, with stealing. 


"All 
this was done to try and 'get' 


me, because-1 was a conscientious of- 
ficer.. They got me once 
for 
chal- 


lenging_ a man to fight a duel, 
and 


again for keeping a soldier as a ser- 
vant, as we had to do upon the plains. 
And I paid him $10 a month to act as 
such. 
AH this is ria-ged up now and 


hatched here, after I was told in the 
Philippines that I was good for years. 
That's not a square deal, according 
tp» my idea of American justice."
